Ask  Pat. 


Things  have  changed  since  I was  in  college.  No  longer  does  a talented 
but  uncertain  student  have  to  grope  for  guidance  into  a career  field. 
Help  is  as  close  as  the  Career  Development  and  Placement  Service 
at  Avila. 


Coordinator  of  the  department  is  Patricia  Ernst,  young,  eager  and  most 
of  all  a good  listener,  I found. 

"There's  such  a need  for  career  counseling,"  says  Pat.  "Our  placement 
service  is  open  to  alumni  and  students  alike  and  it's  free." 

She  sat  in  her  pleasant  office  in  the  Counseling  Department  in  lower  Carondelet 
Hall,  decorated  with  colorful  up-beat  posters.  How,  I asked,  would  alumni 
go  about  using  her  service? 

"You  can  call  for  an  appointment,"  Pat  said.  "Then,  when  you  come  in, 
if  you  know  what  you  want,  we  go  through  the  placement  file  to 
discover  jobs  available.  Notices  of  job  openings  come  from  all  over,  and 
vary  from  highly  skilled  to  unskilled. 


Pat  explained  that  if  people  don't 
know  what  they  want  she  sits  down 
with  them  to  do  some  vocational 
counseling. 


She  teaches  them  to  get  in  touch 
with  interests,  strengths,  aptitudes, 
and  needs.  In  learning  about  them- 
selves, they  can  use  their  strengths 
to  meet  needs  without  sacrificing 
values. 


"Older  returnees  usually  want  to  change  their  life-styles,  but  don't  know 
what  direction  to  take.  Their  interests 
change,  their  needs  change.  We 
try  to  teach  them  to  tune  in  to 
themselves  so  they  can  be  aware 
of  their  own  requirements." 


Standardized  tests,  Pat  feels,  are 
helpful,  and  she  uses  them  as  a 
backup  tool.  Tests  are  overrated  in 
themselves,  she  stresses,  and  can  be 
misleading.  Test  scores  vary  depend- 
ing on  the  attitude  of  the  evaluator 
and  the  mind-set  of  the  person  being 
tested.  Some  of  the  tests  she  relies 
on  are  the  Strong-Campbell  Voca- 
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Patricia  Ernst,  Coordinator  of  Career 
Counseling  and  Placement,  listens 
carefully  during  her  class  on  Career 
Development.

tional  Interests  Inventory  and  the  Holland  Self-Directed  Search.  The 
Holland  test  allows  you  to  expand  your  awareness  by  categorizing  your- 
self among  six  different  personalities:  artistic,  realistic,  investigative, 
social,  enterprising,  and  conventional.  Then  a code  book  explains  the 
ramifications  of  career  opportunities  for  each  type  of  personality. 


In  her  placement  file  in  Room  700,  Pat  keeps  job  descriptions,  leads, 
and  reference  materials.  After  you  settle  on  a job  area,  Pat  encourages 
you  to  visit  someone  in  that  career,  to  learn  the  advantages  and 
drawbacks  of  that  calling. 


Pat  teaches  a 3-hour  credit  course  in  Career  Development  on  Mondays, 
and  is  planning  a no-credit,  no-fee  group  for  Vocational  Guidance,  to 
begin  on  Wednesday,  March  9,  from  7:00  to  9:00  p.m.  It  will  run  for 
.6  weeks,  and  needs  6 to  8 people  (If  you  are  interested,  please  call 
IPat  at  942-8400,  ext.  266). 


How  did  the  girl  from  Quincy,  Illinois,  happen  to  go  into  Career 
Counseling  — was  it  a carefully  planned  decision?  "Well,  no,"  Pat  laughs. 

"After  graduating  from  Webster  College  with  a degree  in  Psychology,  I 
got  a job  as  a secretary  and  hated  it.  So  I went  back  for  my  M.A. 
at  Northeast  Missouri  State  University  and  ended  up  in  Career  Counsel- 
ing. It's  interesting.  I love  it."
